Ondon March 12: By Letters from Italy weare 
inform’d that the Duke of Savoy is taking pro- 

per Meatures for an early Campain,and is filling the 
Magazines of his Frontier Towns for that purpofe, 
and that his Royal Highnefs’s Troops are order'd to 
be in a readinefs to March by the middle of this 
Month ; and tis the currant opinion thar the ftrong 
Poft of Peroufe will be firft Attack’d. Several new 
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Woks will be added co the Citadel of Turin, 1 or- 
cer to render that place Impregnable, The Palatine 
ore end other Troops, which are defigned to be 
Tranfpocted for Catalonia, hold themielves ready 
on the Coait of Genoa; to Imbark on the frit Com- 
-sand. Bat atthe fame time the Duke of Savoy has 
delird that the Troops of his Imperial Mayeity 
which are Quarcer’d in the Milaneze may lerve in 
Piedmont, and be there by the middle of this 
Month. 

a pn March 3d. The Britith Fleet which Lan- 
ded the Forces at Bnrcelona on the 2 Sth. paft , for 
the Service King Charles the 3d. Sail’d thence the 
od. Inftant for Lisbon, having an Board the Earl of 
Galloway , the Marquifs des Minas, and feveral 
Britith and Portuguefe Officers, aud 1200 difmount- 
ed Portuguete. They report the Enemy will begin 
the Campain with the Seige of Girone.
